MAKES STATEMENT. 


Dowle entered his carriage, and with 


a number of his followers, drove to the 
Auditorium Annex, where apartments 
had been secured. At the hotel he shut 
himself up and denied admission to 
any but his counsellors. 


At the hotel Dowie made the follow- 


ng statement: 
"The fight that I will 


make to regain my prestige in Zlon will 
bo a legal one. I do not think It wise for 
me at this time to proceed at once to 
Zion as I fear my enemies have set a 
trap and would do bodily Injury to me. I 
will not state this morning Just what 
theae legal steps will be, because I am 
not certain of them myself. 


As soon as-1 have rested In my apart- 


ment I shall summon my legal advisers, 
and then I may give the Associated Press 
a full statement covering my purposes 
and my plane. I shall, however, not turn 
back from Zion, but as soon as I am 
armed with the proper weapons, which 
will be the legal documents, I shall pro- 
ceed there and take possession. 
That 


will probably be some time tomorrow." 


IN JOVIAL MOOD. 


Dowle was in a jovial mood, in ex- 


cellent spirits, and his 
health, 
upon 


reaching Chicago, was better than at 
any time during the trip from Mexico. 


DOWIE LOOKS GOOD. 


The train bearing Dowle from the 


South was late In arriving at St. Louie, 
but a telegram sent by Deacon Peters 
resulted in an order being Issued hold- 
Ing the regular St. Louis-Chicago train 
until the arrival of Dowle and his party. 
The trip from St. Louis to Chicago was 
uneventful until the destination was al- 
most reached. Dowle arose at 8:45 and 
assured the correspondent that ha ha<? 


I a restful sleep and felt better than at 
any time during the long trip, and his 
looks corroborated his words. 


A few miles down the line a party of 


local Zlonites consisting of H. L. Bur- 
nett of Zion City, the Chicago financial 
agent of the church; B. F. Morris, lieu- 
tenant-colonel of the Zion Guards; T. J. 
Conway, B. Q Morris, Deacon 
C. 
A. 


Christopher, all of Chicago, and Dr. J. H. 
Blanks of Zlon City boarded the train. 


They reverently and warmly greeted 
MUSCLE Dowle, who camo out of the car to meet 


them, and assured him of their undying 
loyalty. 
Dowie answered them by telling them 


he was In the hands of God, and was 
therefore sure of winning his flght, to 
which the faithful replied with Joyous 
choruses of "Amen" and "Yes, yes." 


Others of the party who had met the 


train further down the line were Deacon 
Wilhlte of Zlon City and A B. Arington, 
overseer of the St. Louis branch of the 
church. 


STILL HAS MONEY. 


At the request of Dowle, Deaccm WH- 


hite denied a story that the former was 
out of funds and had called upon Wilhlte 
to meet him with money enough to carry 
the party to Zlon City. The story caused 
Dowie much annoyance. Deacon Wilhlte 
said: 
"I have never, at any time, received a 


telegram from Dr. Dowie asking me for 
funds. I received a telegram from Dea- 
con John A. Lewis, whose personal rep- 
resentative I am a Zlon City, in which 
he asked me to meet him at St. Louis 
and bring him 
SBOO. 
This money was 


for Mr, Lewis' private use and was to be 
in no way taken advantage of by Dr. 
Dowie."

VOLIVA'S STATEMENT. 


When Informed of Dowie's arrival at 
Chicago and the latter's plans,, as out- 
lined In the Associated Press dispatches, 
Overseer Voliva dictated a statement, in 
part, as follows: 
"Undoubtedly Dowie's reason for not 
proceeding to Zlon City at once is that 
he has read the morning papers g1T?ng 
an account of the unanimous sentiment 
against him in Zlon, and he desires to 
evade the humiliation of arriving here 
in the day time, when there would feS 
no one to meet him. 
"Probably he has concluded to come 
here in the night time and then give out 
to the public that the reason that there 
were not thousands to meet him was 
because he arrived at so late an hour. 
"I wish to say now that BO far as we, 


to permit any more bodies to be Iden- 
tified for the present. 


Forty-nine bodies hare already been 


taken out of one of the churches at 
Ottajano. 


PEOPLE SEEM DEMENTED. 


NAPlffiB, April 10.—The collapse of 


the market roof again turned the cits 
of Naple* Into mourning. 
The peo- 


ple seemed demented. They surround- 
ed the market, In many cases tearing 
their hair, cursing 
and 
screaming, 


"Oh, my husband is there," or "Bring 
out my child," and endeavoring with 
their own hands to move heavy beams 
from beneath which the groans of 
the injured were issuing. 


The cries for help were so heart- 


rending that even rescuers were heard 
to sob aloud as they were 
working 


with feverish eagerness to save life or 
extricate the bodies of the dead from 
the ruins. 


SAY IT'S A CURSE. 


Such was the anxiety of the people 


to take part in the work 
of rescue 


that it required determined efforts on 
the part of the large force of police 
and carbineers present to 
keep 
the 


most desperate from moving beams 
too precipitately and thereby causing 
further deaths or injuries. 


Some of the people about the mar- 


ket were heard to exclaim 
that 
a 


curse rested upon the people of Naples 
for repudiating their saints yesterday 
when Mount Vesuvius was In Its most 
violent mood. 


MUCH INDIGNATION. 


NAPLES, April 
10.—The 
injured 


persons taken from the ruins of Monte 
Aliveto Market have better chance of 
reoo-very than the victims of the disas- 
ter at Ottajano, as the latter, when 
they escaped 'death from falling build- 
ings, were in many cases suffocated by 
ashes. 


The indignation of the people here 


as a result of the market disaster In- 
creases as each 
additional 
body Is 


taken out, and a disturbance approach- 
ing a riot In Importance has already 
occurred. 


The people loudly insist that 
the 


authorities were aware that the roof 
of the market was unsafe, and that 
they were so excessively economical 
that they would not appropriate the 
funds needed to repair it. 


REDUCED TO PULP. 


The Identification of the bodies of 


number of the killed by the collapse 
of the market roof has been found to 
be impossible, owing to their 
being 


absolutely 
unrecognizable, 
in 
some 


cases being reduced to a pulp, while 
others were horribly mutilated, giving 
rise to scenes which are better 
un- 


described.

of the parents when the bodies of their 
children were found was heartrend- 


ing. 


MASS OF RUINS. 


The market itself 
Is a mass o: 


ruins, surrounded by enormous crowds 
of people, who are kept in order by 
cordons of police and carbineers. Th 
work of searching the ruins continues 
In the most energetic manner, doctors 
firemen, municipal guards, police and 
arsenal employes taking part In it un- 
der the direction of the Duke of Aosta, 
Prefect of Naples, whose wife is as 
slsting in the care of the injured. 


All the city authorities are also on 


the spot and everything is being done 
to assist the families of the victims

But none of Governor Pardee'a edu- 


cational work has possessed greater 
practical Importance than 
the 
pro- 


motion of the law passed by the last 
Legislature providing a n«w method 
of distributing common school funds. 
The Governor was truly the pioneer In 
this field of reform, he having taken 
the matter up before it had attracted 
the eerloua attention of professional 
educators 
He found that the meth- 


od of distributing school funds which 
was then In vogue put the smaller and 
poorer counties at a serious disadvan- 
tage as compared with the more pop- 
ulous and 
richer 
ones. In 
Alpine 


county, for Instance, there was 
only 


$249 of State money received for each 
teacher employed, while 
San Fran- 


oisoo received $783 per teacher. Mono 
county was collecting fifty cents per 


S100 
of local taxes for school 
pur- 


poses, this amount being in addition 
to the State school tax, 
while 
San 


Francisco had a county school tax of 
only six and two-nfth cents. 
These 


Inequalities appeared to the Governor 
to be unjust and contrary to public 
policy, and he advocated a new law 
which would distribute the school tax 
more equitably. At flrst San Fran- 
cisco and a few other wealthy coun- 
ties were disposed to 
protest, 
but 


when the Intrinsic Justice of the pro- 
posal was made clear the opposition 
melted away and the reform ceased to 
be opposed. 


The State Text Book Commission 


was a creation of the Legislature at 
Its session of 1903. There had 
been 


so much complaint of the quality of 
the school books furnished under the 
/ 
old law that It was decided there must 
be a new departure, and 
the policy! 


adopted was that of purchasing 
the 


copyrights of the best school books 
which could be found, no matter where 
published. This Involved a great deal 
of labor In reading texts, comparing 
and choosing and, In some cases, pre- 
paring special matter to be Inserted 
In the books. 


In addition, the negotiation of terms 


with publishers and other things In- 
cidental to the Issue of the 
volumes 


has made a great deal of work for the 
Text Book Committee, consisting of 
the Governor, 
State 
Superintendent 


and professor of pedagogy in the State 
University. As the result of Its labors 
up to date, there have 
been

Vesuvius, With People in 


Panic. 


ROME, April 10—The Glornale d'- 


Italia this afternoon published a dis- 
patch from Naples, givng an 
Inter- 


view with Lieutenant Clarrocchl, com- 
manding a detachment of troops, who 
witnessed the destruction of Boscot- 
recaz, as a result of the eruption of 
Mount Vesuvius. 
The 
lieutenant Is 


quoted as follows: 


"All was quiet in the town just be- 


fore Its destruction, the people believ- 
ing that they were 
safe 
from 
the 


stream of lava, but 
after 
midnight 


fierce rumblings were heard, followed 
by violent earthquake 
shocks, which 


shattered the windows and cracked the 
walls. 
The lava then began flowing 


from Mount Ciramella, near where a 
fresh fissure opened a few days ago. 


"A wild panic ensued, tho people 


rushing about In the streets, shriek- 
ing with terror. The Ciramella crater 
was by this time hurling forth masses 


of Incandescent rock and currents of 
fire which, sweeping down the mount- 
ain with terrific speed, flowed to two 
streams. One of them, 200 yards broad, 
was moving towards the center of the 
town. 


"The population fled In terror to Tor- 


re Annunzlata, while the soldiers vis- 
ited the houses to see that all the in- 
habitants escaped. 
In so doing they 


rescued several bedridden old people, 
who had been left behind by their ter- 
rified relatives. 


"Indescribable scenes of panic were 


witnessed. The people seemed to have 
lost all control over themselves. 
The 


town was hardly evacuated when a 
river of fire Invaded the houses and 
soon after Boscotrecaz seemed to be 
enveloped 
In 
flames. 
After passing 


Boscotrecaz the two streams of lava 
joined and flowed towards Torre An- 
nunzlata."

Stand Accused of Having Slain an 


Aged Man and His Wife Near 


Fresno. 


t 


FRESNO. April 10—Elmer and Willie 


Helm, aged 21 and 19 years, respective- 
ly, were held to trial before the Su- 
perior Court by Justice Smith this af- 
ternoon, on the charge of murdering 
agod William J. Hayes and his wife 
on October 30 last. 
The crime was 


one of the most, coldblooded and brutal 
in the history of the State. 
Hayes 


v.-as a well known rancher, who had 
lived In this county for 
twenty-five 


years. 
On the day of the murder ha 


was returning from some land he own- 
ed in the foothills In the western part 
of. the county of Fresno, by way ot 
what is known as the White's Bridge 
road. 
Mrs. Hayes accompanied him. 


The couple were last seen alive passing 
Caruthers. about 
tweniytrhree miles 


west of Fresno. 
This was about 4 


o'clock In the afternoon.

ing day passersby noticed their team 
In the yard of a cabin occupied by 
Jgnaclo Orasco. adjoining the highway, 
about three miles nearer this city.

The State Forester wants the 
resolution factories to work overtime in the manufacture of the 
appearances of public opinion.

ascendency in any man's mind as to what the commercial organiza- 
tions of San Francisco know in relation to the duties of Plutnas 
county Siskiyou county or Shasta county, in the matter of protect- 
ing these forests from fire. Moreover, it is still more incompre- 
hensible that anyone should be found entertaining the opinion that 
a few dozen men should appear in ever}' turn of the commercial 
organization kaleidoscope xvho have wisdom in this relation superior 
to that possessed by the people in counties where the forests are 


There are but two classes of ownership of timber lands in this 


State—government ownership in reservations on the one hand and 
private ownership on the other. There are no State forests nor 
county forest lands. The timber lands are owned either by the 
government or by private individuals. The paramount obligation 
to protect the forests from fire resides with the ownership; that is, 
the duty of fire protection rests with the government and private 
individuals in the proportion of their holdings. Public assistance 
in the way of laws for the protection of timber against wanton 
destruction and vandalism are due and have been duly enacted, and 
the government should be a very large contributor in money to the 
protecton of its reserves, and if private individuals expect full pro- 
tection of their forests from fire without a measure of special taxa- 
tion, they are reckoning without their hosts. 
A bill was passed, 


largely upon the recommendation of the Water and Forest Society 
of California, creating the office of State Forester, and incidentally 
a Board of Forest Commissioners, but the State Forester compre- 
hends the sum of the authority vested in the board. The bill-provided 
that the State and counties should pay the expense of fire protection 
equally. In its passage through the Legislature the bill underwent 
some minor changes, among which may be enumerated the right of 
the counties to determine for themselves how much they would 
contribute of actual funds. 
Hence the appeal of the State Forestei 


to the commercial organizations and the street improvement clubs 
of San Francisco to discipline these counties into a proper sense of 
their obligation to the government and private timber land owners 
of the State in the way of taking care of their forests. 


When the State Forester is armed with resolutions under the 


seals of the Chamber of Commerce, the several boards of trade, j 
the street improvement clubs and the pink tea associations of San 
Francisco, he will present a very formidable aspect to the boards of 
supervisors of the forested counties of the State, and it is difficult 
to imagine a county board possessed of sufficient temerity to resist 


»-t-his awe-inspiring spectacle. 


But it is a fair presumption that the State Forester knows what 


he wants—and so the resolution mills may continue to grind. 


The operations of the Spring Valley Water Company along 


Alameda Creek have at last resulted in litigation over the owner- 
ship of the underground waters of the Livermore Valley. In the 
last day of February two suits were filed in the Alameda Superior 
Court, asking respectively for $100,000 and $75,000 damages and a i 
perpetual injunction against the pumping operations of the com- 
pany. 


The suits follow logically the report of the special committee 


of the Merchants' Exchange of Oakland and its allegations re- 
garding the conditions brought about by the company. 


That report, adopted by the Exchange at its meeting of last 


December, declared that the Spring Valley Water Company was 
pumping the waters from the underlying gravels of the Niles and 
Livermore valleys and taking it to San Francisco for sale; that by 
its operations it had lowered the water level of the valley lands 
until the wells in many districts have gone dry; that orchards are 
dying for want of water; and that a large area formerly flourishing 
has become unproductive because of the drying out of the soil. 


The Pleasanton Hop Company and E. R. Lilienthal, as the 


owners of land near Pleasanton, have now sued the company on 
the allegation that their crops are ruined and their lands are rend- 
ered unproductive by the exhaustion of the waters, and ask the 
court to afford relief. It is expected that these suits will be follow- 
ed by others. 


The case is similar in many points to the suit of the Santa Clara 


irrigators against the Bay Cities plan to divert the waters of the 
Coyote watershed before they reached the valley. 
Our readers 


will remember that Judge Rhodes granted "a permanent injunction 
against the Bay Cities corporation on the ground that the diversion 
of these waters would deprive the Santa Clara landowners of the 
underground supply, on which they depend for the irrigation of 
their orchards and other crops. 
The Supreme Court has not yet 


passed upon the decision, but in the case of Katz against Walkin- 
shaw, and the Santa Barbara cases, it has laid down the law that 
percolating waters may not be drained off to the injury of other 
landowners. 


The case against the Spring Valley Company differs from the 


Santa Clara case to this extent: that the water company is already 
drawing off this water, and is devoting it to supplying the needs of 
the people of San Francisco. 


The suit will be watched with great interest, not only for the 


importance of the interests immediately involved, but for its influ- 
ence in settling the questions of ownership of underground waters.

of assessors to discover personal prop- 
erty, the total assessment of which 
had not increased at all in thirty years. 
He then referred to the new Ideas In 
taxation which had been takeit up In 
other States and recommended that 
California should consider the entire 
revision of her tax system with a view 
to changing the basis of taxation to 
meet modern conditions. 


In his message to the Legislature of 


1905 the Governor followed up the sub- 
ject, explained his more matured views 
and advocated a plan for the separa- 
tion of State and local 
taxation by 


means of which thj general property 
tax for State purposes would eventual- 


bers of the State Senate and two mem- 
bers of the Assembly. As expert there 
was appointed a State University pro'- 
fessor, who has a national reputation 
as an authority on public finance and 
taxation, and the legislative members 
of the commission are among the ablest 
representatives in the two Houses. 


This body has held numerous meet- 


ings, has collected a vast amount of 
data In this State and other States, 
and is now working out the details 
of an improved plan of taxation along ] 
the lines suggested by the Governor to 
the Legislatures of 1903 and 1905 


It Is conceded by all who have given 


the subject attention. 
Including the 


majority of the county assessors and 
all the members of the State Board of 
Equalization, that If It can be success- 
fully carried out this will be one of the 
greatest reforms which could be made 
In the government of the State of Cali- 
fornia.

SPECIAL TAXES. 


Meantime the Legislature has acted 


upon the suggestions of the Governor 
with reference to the levying of cer- 
tain special taxes, including the taxa- 
tion of Insurance companies and Inher- 
itances. 
A tax of two per cent has 


been laid on the gross premium re- 
ceipts of fire Insurance companies and 
one of one per cent on life Insurance 
companies. Insurance taxes will this 
year bring In to the State over $200,- 
000. An annual license or filing tax of 
$10 per year was imposed upon cor- 
poration?, and the first year's receipts 
to date have been $187,975. This was 
not one of the special taxes originally 
proposed by the Governor, but orig- 
inated In the Legislature Itself as the 
result of tax legislation discussion. The 
Inheritance tax law passed by the Leg- 
islature of 1905 was an Important 
measure, Inasmuch as It added to th« 
collateral tax on Inheritances, which 
had been In force since 1893, a tax upon 
direct Inheritances and graded all In- 
heritance 
taxes 
according 
to 
the 


amount received. 
It Is too early yet 


to say how much the receipts of the 
State will be under this act. The great 
State of New York collects upwards 
of $4,000,000 a year from Inheritance 
taxes alone.

ABOUT CO-OPERATION. 


In 190S the Legislature, with th« cor- 


dial approval of the Governor, passed 
an act which Inaugurated a. new policy 
of co-operation between the State and 
the nation In the Investigation,- In a 
thoroughly scientific manner, of the 
resources of California. This wag gen- 
erally known am "the water and for- 
estry bill," and appropriated 
$60,000 


for two years' work In the making: of 
topographic maps, surveying reservoir 
sites and canal locations for the con- 
servation and utilization of flood and 
storm waters and for forestry re- 
searches, one of the conditions of the 
appropriation being that the 
United 


States Government should expend at 
least an equal amount 
and that It 


should furnish the scientific expert! 
needed. 


Under this arrangement, whloh was 


continued In force by the Legislature 
of 1905, a great deal has been accom- 
plished In the measurement of streams, 
In the location1 of reservoir sites, and 
In other preparations for the more 
complete utilization of the great nat- 
ural resources of California. In times 
past the public policy of the State has 
been too much of the hand-to-mouth 
order, and the making of these appro- 
priations for water and forestry Inves- 
tigations was a move to get away from 
the great mistake of short-sightedness. 
With all due regard for other problems, 
the problem of the future In Califor- 
nia Is going to be that of water, and 
It Is full time to begin trying to over- 
come the 111 effects of the blunders we 
made In our first attempts to solve It.

and youths who have become criminal, 
but who are not yet beyond hope of 
reform 
A Judge of the Superior Court 


Is assigned to hold the Juvenile court, 
and one of the officers of the court Is 
a probation officer whom he is author- 
ized to appoint 
As yet Los Angeles Is 


the only county In which the probation 
officer receives a salary from the pub- 
lic treasury, but in several other coun- 
ties such officers are paid by public 
spirited citizens or by societies Judges 
may suspend sentence and turn offend- 
ers over to the probation officers to be 
looked after such offenders being sub- 
ject to recall and sentence at any time 
if they misbehave. 


These new laws are the adaptation 


to California of statutes which have 
worked good results In other States, 
and It is expected they will eventually 
cause a sensible 
diminution In the 


r of commitments to State pris- 


ons and reform schools. 


STATE PRISON REFORMS. 


For forty years California has been 


talking about the necessity of reform 
In her prison system and doing little 
or nothing to secure It 
Legislative 


committees have investigated and made 
report after report condemning certain 
features of the prisons, and sometimes 
the way In which reform can be ob- 
tained has been pointed out 
But until 


last year matters have always stopped 
short of action 
Classification and seg- 


regation of prisoners lie at the basis 
of any well-managed 
prison 
system 


and herein the California prisons have 
been behind the times—not because the 
prison board did not appreciate the 
necessities of the situation, but because 
the accommodations and facilities were 
lacking 
Many prisoners were confined 


in a single room and two or three in a 
cell 
To remedy this state of affairs 


more buildings are needed, and until 
they can be provided little can be done 
to secure classification improve disci- 
pline, Initiate reformative work or es- 
tablish a proper educational system In 
the prisons 


In his message to the Legislature of 


. 1905, Governor Pardee laid stress upon 
these things and said 
Enlightened 


statesmanship demands that California 
shall do what other States have done, 
and spend money enough upon the 
prisons to equip them properly. I feel 
It my duty to Bay that the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature ought not to 
close without a substantial beginning 
having been made In the necessary 
work of prison reform" The response 
of the Legislature was liberal for it 
appropriated 
$310,000 for the recon- 


struction of San Quentln and J168.000 
for Folsom 
Not all of this money is 


to come out of the funds of one fiscal 
year 
The amount is divided between 


the different years from 1904 to 1909, 
but by appropriating at once all the 
money which will be necessary 
the 


completion of the improvement is in- 
sured from the start 
Since the Legis- 


lature adjourned plans have been pre- 
pared, and San Quentin will be rebuilt 
of concrete and steel, and a granite 
cell building and a wall will be added 
to Polsom, the work being performed 
by the convicts 


STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES. 
Before 
concluding these reu'L^is 


upon penal and reformatory matters, 
attention should be called to the State 
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Board of Charities and 
Corrections, 


which -was created by an act of the 
Legislature of 1903 Such boards have 
been organized In most of the populous 
and progressive States, and It is gen- 
erally considered that they save their 
cost several times over through the 
more Intelligent direction they are able 
to give to the charitable activities of 
the State, while, at the same time, 
their Investigations serve as a valuable 
guide to legislation 
The California 


board costs but $6000 a year, and, In 
addition to investigating State Institu- 
tions, It Is required to Inspect every 
county Jail and county hospital. On 
this board the 
Governor appointed 


leading business and professional men, 
and they have been doing good work. 


STATE HOSPITALS. 


One of the heaviest public expenses 


of California is the maintenance of five 
great hospitals for the Insane, for this 
State has 
Insane people as It has 


criminals In number out of proportion 
to Its total population 
As a physician 


by profession, 
Governor Pardee has 


been able to give intelligent attention 
to the needs of the hospitals. 
The 


management 
shows 
an 
awakening 


along medical lines, the superintend- 
ents 
and assistant physicians have 


been stimulated to greater exertions: 
more careful Investigations have been 
made and more advanced treatments 
adopted 
At the Southern Callfo-nla 


Hospital, a new and elaborate operat- 
ing room, electrical outfit and bacter- 
iological laboratory have been estab- 
lished 
Agnews Hospital also has a 


new bacteriological laboratory and the 
same Is true of the Mendocmo Hos- 
pital 
Hydrotherapeutlc apparatus has 


been Installed In some of the hospitals 
Purchases of valuable land have been 
made for the Napa and Stockton Hos- 
pitals—more than BOO acres In the lat- 
ter case. 


The number of building 
Improve- 


ments Is legion, some of these build- 
ings being provided for by leglslat!-. o 
appropriations and others constru-tiJ

charge of the work in Egypt since its 
inception and Is now preparing the re- 
sults for publication. 


PEASANT'S ACT. 


The roll of papyrus forming the sub- 


ject of the present volume was brought 
Into the camp of the expedition near 
Der-el Ballas In 1901 by a peasant of 
the village and presented to Dr. Reis- 
ner in gratitude for certain privileges 
allowed him. 
The peasant said that 


he had found the roll In a pot among 
the 
house walls near the southern 


of the ancient cemeteries at this site. 
Upon being opened, 
it 
was 
evident 


from the stiff set of the turns, the fine- 
ness of the dust, and the Impressions 
and casts of the Insects In the folds of 
the roll, that the papyrus had been un- 
disturbed since antiquity. 
As it was 


carried from the place of Its discovery 
to the native village, and 
afterward 


to the expedition's camp roughly tied 
up In a native headcloth, the outer 
portion of the roll was slightly dam- 
aged and some pieces broken off. 
It 


is doubtful, however. If more than one 
or two pages were lost In this way. The 
width of the strip of papyrus averages 
about seven inches and as preserved, 
it contains eighteen columns, placed) 
side bv side and varying in width from I 
seven to nine inches. 
From the script 


it must be dated1 to about the period of 
the Ebers papy.-us, the first Egyptian 
papyrus to be discovered about twen- 
ty-five years ago. or previous to 1657 
B. C. 
The place of origin 
of 
the 


Hearst papyrus, as well as the charac- 
ter of the hieroglyphics, point to the 
period beti\ pen the twelfth and etgn- 
teenth dynasties, or 2400 to 1700 B. C., 
as the time It was written. 


NOT A DUPLICATE. 


At his first discovery it was thought 


that 
the Hearst papyrus might he 


merely a duplicate of the Ebers papy- 
rus.

parison, however, made it clear that 
this was not the case.

were invented, but did not reveal any 
perception of ill beyond 
the 
tangible 


symptoms of pain and decay. 
Even 


contagion was not dreamed of- "Pains 
In the body." "pains in 
the 
head," 


"pain's O'~ aches In any member of the 
body," and similar symptoms are the 
ones to which Egyptian medicine de- 
votes Itself. As every ailment to the 
ancient Egyptian was subject to su- 
pernatural 
influence, 
ev-ery 
remedy 


must be prepared with due recitation 
of words. 
There are charge? to be 


spoken when using certain measures 
and when using oil, honey or beer In 
any prescription. There was one In- 
cantation for the application of any 
remedy, another for the bandage, and 
a third for the healing: draught, while
